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The fifty-ninth annual meeting of the American 
Institute of Instruction opened Monday evening, 
July 9, 1888, at Newport, R. I., J. Milton Hall, of 
Providence, President. 

At 7 o'clock, P. M., a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors was held at the Ocean House, the head-quar- 
ters of the Institute. 

At 7:30 Pp. M., a concert was given in Music Hall, 
the audience room of the Institute, by the full band 
of the U. S. Steamship “ New Hampshire,” Mr. Mc- 
Quown, leader. A large audience assembled. 

At 8 p. M., the regular exercises of the session be- 
gan. President Hall called the Institute to order, 
and prayer was offered by the Rev. E. P. Tuller, of 
Newport, pastor of the First Baptist Church. 

Professor R. G. Hibbard, of New Britain, Conn., 
was then introduced by President Hall, and gave the 
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
